Perhaps restitution to the original 
losers is not now possible. But there does 
seem to be something lacking somewhere 
in the legal machinery if the farthest the 
law can go is to make itself a partner with 
law-breakers in sharing their ill-gotten 
gains, It was certainly no fault of the 
clients of the brokers that the authorities 
stood aside and let the merry game go on 
until the boom burst and there was no 
possibility of any more money being taken 
out of the public. 

The legislatures when they meet again 
might give some attention to this phase of 
the brokerage laws, If mohey is illegally 
taken, those from whom it is taken would 
seem to be entitled to some consideration 
when the law steps in to stop the business 
and deal out justice. 


tEADJUSTMENT, NOT DISRUPTION 

The investigator appointed by the Do- 
minion Government has found that the 
motion picture business in Canada is un- 
der the domination of a combine as that 
term is defined in the Combines Investi- 
gation Act, and that the promoters of this 
controlling organization are accordingly 
liable to prosecution. ; 

Since the Privy Council has decided 

that the Combines Investigation Act is 
good law, the responsibility of enforcing 
its provisions, and of punishing infractions 
of these, falls upon the provincial govern- 
ments. These, it is to be supposed, will 
now survey the situation and determine 
what course of action may be necessary to 
free the picture houses from improper 
control 

In the light of recent events it may be 
hoped that whatever has to be done may 
be done speedily and with as little inter- 
ference as possible with the operation of 
the theatres. The long drawn out prose- 
cution of the stock-brokers may have been 
the only way of attaining the ends of jus- 
tice in connection with the buying and sell- 
ing of stocks. But there is little room to 
doubt that one incidental result has been 
the injury of brokers against whom noth- 
ing has been charged, and the general dis- 
credit of the brokerage business. Less dis- 
ruptive methods should be sought in fu- 
ture in dealing with commercial trans- 
gressors. 

The exhibiting of motion pictures has 
become too important an industry, and too 
important a feature in the life of the com- 
munity, to be subjected to general demor- 
alization by prolonged litigation aimed at 
a few men who have made use of the op- 
portunities it presented for framing up a 
combine and extracting illegitimate pro- 
fits out of the managers of movie houses. 
It will surely be possible to deal with these 
parties without throwing the whole busi- 
ness out of hitch and leaving the public 
without screen entertainment or with only 
an indifferent service. ;
